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LAYMAN’S ASSOCIATION 

The Methodist Layman’s Association of the Dakota Conference 
held their annual session at Yankton, Saturday, October 12th. The 
attendance was not very large but great interest was manifested in 
the meeting, and the printed program was carried out as published. 

The meeting was called to order by the Secretary, Mr. A. T. 
Downey, as the President of the association, Mrs, F. F. Grant was 
out of the city. Mr. H. G. Tilton of Vermillion was elected as chair- 
man for the day. 

After a brief prayer service, the first number on the program 
was a discussion on the topic of “The Duty of Christian People in 
Relation to Law Enforcement,” by H. G. Tilton. Mr. Tilton made 
a very able and timely address on this important topic. This was 
followed by a general discussion of this topic, in which a number par- 
ticipated. 

A paper on “The Social Activities of the Church,” written by 
Mrs. .L. R. Erskine was then read by Mrs. A. T. Downey, as Mrs. Ers. 
kine was unable to be present. This paper was discussed at consid- 
erable length, and at the close of the discussion on this subject, the 
resolution was adopted that a committee be appointed to devise plans 
by which the village and the country churches might make them- 
selves more fully felt as social centers in their respective communi- 
ties. The appointment of this committee was left to the President to 
be elected, and this commitee was to report at the next meeting of 
the Layman’s Association. 

Honorable John D. Deetz being unable to appear on the pro- 
gram, the next number was an address by Dr. W. G. Seaman, recent- 
ly elected President of Dakota Wesleyan. President Seaman’s ad- 
dress was very timely, filled with a Christian spirit, and much ap- 
preciated by the association. 

Before adjournment for noon, the chairman announced the fol- 
lowing committees:

Afternoon Session 

Mr. Gifford Bice, Sr., of Yankton, presented a very important 
paper on the subject of “The Sunday-school the Life of the Church.” 
This paper elicited a good deal of discussion, and it was moved and 
carried that the paper be published in the “Northwestern Advocate.” 
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Prof. S. D. van Benthuysen of Mitchell presented an important 
paper on “Business in the Church,” which was followed by a dis- 
cussion in which, at least, ten persons participated. 

It being impossible for the Bishop to appear at the afternoon 
session, the business of the association was then taken up. 

The minutes of the meeting of 1911 were read, together with 
the financial report, and a collection was taken to defray the ex- 
penses for the coming year. The collection amounted to $5.45.

By an unanimous vote, the rules were suspended, and the Secre- 
tary authorized to cast a ballot for the names as above stated, which 
was done. 

Whereas, the Layman’s Conference in annual session assembled, 
appreciating the hospitality of the people and also the granting of 
- the free use of the buildings for the purpose of our program, be it 
resolved 

1. That we extend to the Secretary, our appreciation of the 
work involved in preparing the most excellent program that has been 
presented this year, and 

2. That we extend to those taking part on the program our 
hearty thanks for the same, and 

3. That we extend to the people of Yankton, our grateful ap- 
preciation of their cordiality and Christian fellowship, and 

4. That it is the sense of the Laymen’s Association that all 
Christian people should stand together for law enforcement, and 
that in the exercise of the franchise, they should endeavor to select 
honest officials rather than to vote for a party ticket, and 

5. That a committee of three be appointed to suggest to the 
Layman’s Association at its next meeting a plan whereby the country 
and village churches may enlarge the scope of their social activities. 

Signed by the Committee. 

The comnlittee on Dakota Wesleyan presented the following 
resolutions which were adopted: 

Whereas, Christian Education is as necessary for the Kingdom 
of God, and the growth of the church as at any pervious period, and 

Whereas; Dakota Wesleyan is the only institution of Methodism 
in the Dakota Conference or through the state, and 

Whereas; Dakota Wesleyan University represents an investment 
of over $400,000, and a yearly budget of $50,000; a faculty of 23 
Christian men and women; a student body last year of over 500; 
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standards of scholarship equal to the highest in the middle west; 
new buildings and equipment which offer facilities for the very high- 
est and most modern college work, and 

Whereas; Every institution has its chief asset in the confidence 
of its constituency, and 

Whereas; The campaign for the $3,000,000 new building and en- 
dowment fund has been practically closed, the last $10,000 being 
largely met by pledges by ministers during this annual conference. 

Therefore: — Be it resolved, that the Sunday preceeding 
Thanksgiving day of each year, be made Dakota Wesleyan Day; That 
as layman, we heartily endorse the action of the ministers in guaran- 
teeing an amount of fifty cents per member and recommend equal 
attention to the collection of the same. 

After four years of conspicuous success as President of Dakota 
Wesleyan University, Dr. S. F. Kerfoot left us about the middle of 
July, to take the Presidency of Hamline University, his Alma Mater; 
and, while we deeply regret his departure from us, and while we 
greatly appreciated his labors and fellowship here, he being largely 
instrumental in raising the $300,000 fund, still we feel and know 
that he will be as greatly appreciated in his new field, and we only 
bespeak for him, God’s speed, in these, his new labors. 

We also desire to express our gratitude and appreciation of the 
great work done by Dr. J. P. Jenkins as financial Secretary for Da- 
kota Wesleyan University. 

We welcome William Grant Seaman, Ph. D., the new President 
of Dakota Wesleyan University, who, although he has been with us 
but a month, has greatly endeared himself to those with whom he 
has come in contact.

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REPORTS OF 

DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS 



ABERDEEN DISTRICT 
James S. Harkness, District Superintendent 

The year commenced with 31 pastors on the Aberdeen Dis- 
trict, five of whom were supplies. All have remained fath fully at their 
posts of duty during the year except Rev. D. I. Roush who was reliev- 
ed from his work in June that he might go abroad for study. The 
Redfield church was supplied for the months of June and August 
by neighboring pastors and during September by J. L. Seaton great- 
ly to the delight of the charge. 

Aberdeen District has had a prosperous year, notwithsanding 
the adverse conditions that prevailed over the entire district -during 
the early part of the year. The bountiful harvest has put new cour- 
age and hope in the people. The difficulty of securing suitable pas- 
tors for our smaller charges however, is rapidly increasing. This 
has always been a probleni, but now it has become a crisis. Every 
other denomination through its Home Missionary Society, will put 
nearly, if not quite, dollar for dollar into its smaller and weaker 
churches, while we have only a trifle to aid in these fields. Unless 
we have aid, numbers of our churches will be blotted from the map 
of Methodism. This condition is brought about largely by our for- 
eign, together with our shifting population. 

There has been a substantial increase in church membership 
during the year not’ withstanding the loss occasioned by removals. 
For example our church reported last year 610 memebrs, there have- 
been 111 accessions during the year and yet the present member- 
ship is only 569. Twenty-eight were granted certificates and 12 
‘removed without certificate. And yet in spite of these formidable 
hinderances, the churches, even the smallest have never been served 
by such faithful pastors and able preachers as during the past year. 
Our ministers are recognizing the work to be done and doing it like 
men divinely inspired. They are not asking, “Can the church sup- 
port me?” but “Am I sufficeint for this task?” “Can I bring help 
and comfort to this needy and in some cases perishing people?” 

Under such conditions it is no wonder there are victories to be 
recounted, but sacrifices have been made to win tHem. To speak 
of the faith of the pastors and their wives, their courage and tact, 
to tell how they have wrought wonders in moving mountains of 
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difficulty and accomplishing things seemingly impossible is the 
crowning joy of the district superintendent. 

The officiary of the local churches is still the delight and also, 
in a few cases, the despair of the work. Christ said, “I will so build 
my church that the gates of hell shall not prevail against it.” The 
most of these officials are proving this saying true. Against this 
splendid solidarity, surges of difficulty and assault beat vehemently, 
and yet are as impotent as foam against a granite ledge. Supported 
and buttressed by such a body of men, the pastor could be nothing 
but a success, unless he be a genuis at failure. Thank God for our 
consecrated officials. 

The amount paid for miniserial support is very creditable to the 
charges, when existing conditions are really known. The district 
leads all others in the conference, in the amount contributed per 
member for ministerial support while it also exceeds all others in 
the amount of indebtedness on church property. 

One of the great tasks of every pastor is to find and train suit- 
able leaders in each department of the church work and life. Several 
charges have adopted better financial systems, to their own real 
benefit in every case, and others are planning to do so next year. In 
a number of cases the financial plan for the new year is already in 
operation. This reform is fundamental, for until the worry and fric- 
tion of poor financial methods are removed neither preachers onr 
people can do their best. And just here I want to record my con- 
viction, that a better financial method of raising money, to say noth- 
ing of a sacrifice in the other homes of the church equal to that in 
the parsonage, would solve the whole question of pastoral support 
in all our churches. 

Our offerings for benevolences will show a decided gain for 
every cause. Where they have been inspirationally presented, and 
an individual canvas made, there has, in general, been a generous 
response. 

It is to be noticed that some churches heavily burdened are the 
very ones that have made an increase in their benevolent offerings. 
Some of our churches and Epworth Leagues have made contribu- 
tions for special work where no credit will be given. 

The Sunday School is still claiming the best thought of the 
church. In these days of new methods of teaching and of trained 
teachers, the great problem before the Sunday School is to find men 
and women who know God, know His word, and at the same time 
know how to impart this knowledge. The Sunday school cannot 
afford to have teachers who will not compare favorably with the 
trained teachers of our public schools. Rally and Decision Day are 
growing in favor in our schools. In many of our best schools De- 
cision Day has come to be a time to which both officers and teachers 
look forwa'rd with the greatest hopefulness and most painstaking 
care, the day on which the fruits of the year’s teaching shall be 
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gathered in. Wisely directed efforts on Devision Day are yielding 
splendid results for the church of God. 

About one half our Epworth Leagues have had a resurrection of 
glorious life, the rest linger in their tomb of spiritual death but will 
I trust some day hear the inspiring call and awake to their own 
splendid possibilities. The Juniors are continuing in their own hope- 
ful and helpful way. The great need of this work in some of our 
churches, is a common sense, consecrated leadership. 

Special work for men and boys is receiving more and more care- 
ful consideration. The experimental stage of this work has now 
passed, and the real, serious, painstaking and tireless eft'ort is just 
beginning most hopefully. Several of our pastors are winning 
splendid victories with their men and boys. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies have been, as ever, an indispensable 
factor in the life and success of the churches. Woman’s work has 
always been most successful. Whether in the home or foreign fields 
or as the Ladies’ Aid for the local church, their work is a surprise 
and their reports are an unfuiling joy to hear. 

These good women are tireless in their efforts and rarely if ever 
discouraged. For them there is no burden too heavy, there is no 
problem too hard, there is no demand too great. Not only, are they 
always in evdience where there is money to be raised, and work to 
be done, but, they will call upon the sick, visit the stranger, instruct 
the inquiring, pray with the penitent and sympathize with the sor- 
rowing. 

Something has been done during the past year in improving 
church property at Milbank, Sisseton, Webster, Waubay, Corona, An- 
dover, Britton, Bristol and Ashton. Langford church is being 
thoroughly renovated, new roof, interior decorations, electric lights, 
furnace and painting. 

Groton dedicated her new church costing $15,000.00, a sub- 
stantial and well-arranged edifice, nicely finished, which stands as 
a monument of the able leadership of the pastor, S. E. Brown, and 
his splendid Official Board. 

The church at Mellette was destroyed by fire during the winter, 
resulting from a defective furnace. The church was at the time of 
the loss in the best spiritual condition of years. Undaunted by the 
loss and inspired by the optimism and leadership of Wm. Albee, a 
splendid edifice, costing $7,000.00 has been completed and will be 
dedicated this month. Much credit is due the much loved and faithful 
pastor, J. S. Ellis, and his official board. 

Our church at Detroit was destroyed by a tornado and while it 
had been used very irregularly during recent years, an effort is being 
made to have it replaced with a new building. 

While the pastors of the district have been building churches 
and beautifying their houses of worship, paying their debts and 
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taking collections, they have also been doing something far better. 
They have been seeking in the spirit of the Master to save that which 
was lost. In varied ways, sometimes with an evangelist, oftener 
without, sometimes in union services, oftener in their own services, 
with special meetings, and with personal effort without special 
meetings, the work has been carried on. The results can be known 
only in part. There can be no complete tabulation of spiritual re- 
sults. Special meetings were held at Florence, Bradley, Conde, Ash- 
ton, Northville, Cresbard, Hecla, Westport, Frederick, Claremont, 
Langford, Groton, Bristol, Webster, Corona, Sisseton and White 
Rock. 

A District Conference was held at Groton which proved to be 
inspirational and helpful. The papers and addresses were of a very 
high order. I wish to express my appreciation of the valuable ser- 
vice rendered to the district by the helpful visits of Dr. J. P. Jenkins, 
Field Secretary of Dakota Wesleyan. For the helpful and hearty 
cooperation I have have received, I am under obligation to every one 
with whom I have labored and for the health and strength that has 
enabled me to meet all appointments during the year, we acknowl. 
edge the hand and providence of Almighty God. Concerning our pas- 
tors, they are a consecrated and efficient body of men. No statisical 
exhibit can express the work they have done and there must be much 
credit in the records of heaven for some who have least to show in the 
conference reports. Their treatment of myself has been without 
exception gracious. So much for the brief and imperfect retrospect. 

The year with its success and its failures is ended. Some things 
have been accomplished and the way has been opened for far greater 
things to be done. The great need of the district is a wide-spread re- 
vival of religion. We are praying for a revival that will produce 
workers, and will actuate the church to doing things like raising 
benevolences and paying salaries, helping the needy and bringing 
the lost to Christ and doing it all cheerfully — a revival that will 
not only make men pray “they kingdom come” but will put them to 
work and hasten the coming. 

“Forgetting those things which are behind, let us reach forth 
unto those things which are before.” 

The record of the year shows that even in Dakota the gospel 
is still “the power. of God unto salvation to every one that believeth.” 
The fathers won on this field every whit as difficult as now. They won 
because they believed in Jesus Christ and perached Him, preached 
Him as the only Saviour from sin. And their sons are wining to- 
day on this same field, because they believe in this same Jesus, and 
preach this same gospel with the old-time faith and new power. The 
signs of the times are big with hope. Faith is regnant. The swing 
of conquest is in the air. The spirit of evangelism is abroad in the 
church. God hasten the day when it shall dominate all hearts, and 
go forth to the coronation of the King. 
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HURON DISTRICT 
G. T. Notson, District Superintendent 

At the close of the Conference session at Aberdeen, three of the 
smaller charges were left to be supplied. Gorman was assigned to the 
care of R. A. Bruce, pastor of Gettysburg; Okobojo circuit was plac- 
ed in charge of George H. Quayle, and later Samuel W. Marble was 
apointed to Agar. All of the above work has been organized or re- 
sumed, after years of abandonment, during the past two years. Flour- 
ishing classes have been organized at Gorman, Agar, DeGrey and 
Giddings. The developments of the year will justify a re-adjust- 
ment of the work in the western part of the district and Agar and 
Gorman will appear as one charge, while the appointments at Bethel, 
DeGrey and Giddings will constitute a circuit south of Blunt. 

Several changes have occurred in the personnel of the District. 
The supply in charge of Broadland was relieved April 1st and Jens 
Jensen, one of our capable young men attending Dakota Wesleyan 
University, has served the charge the past six months. In June, 
as a result of the transfer of Dr. A. C. Shepherd to the California 
Conference and the appointment of the Rev. Geo. W. Rosenberry as 
superintendent of the Sioux Falls District, the Rev. George M. Rich- 
mond of Oroville, Calif., became the pastor at Huron, where he has 
been cordially received and where his ministry has already met with 
high favor. 

On September 1st, the Rev. Asa D. Thibodeau was transferred 
to the Rock River Conference, leaving the pulpit of First Church, 
Pierre, vacant for the remaining weeks of the Conference year. 
With one other exception, notwithstanding the trying times, as a re- 
sult of the general business depression, each pastor has remained 
upon his charge and earnestly endeavored to care for the work as- 
signed to him. 

Some gracious revivals have been held on the district. Wes- 
sington Springs, Lane and Viola, Hitchcock, Tulare, St. Lawrence, 
Orient, Gettysburg, Pierre, Edwin Appointment, Highmore, and 
Giddings were all visited by a gracious out-pouring of the Holy 
Spirit and the conversion of a goodly number was reported in each 
meeting. Earnest efforts were put forth at several other points to 
promote a revival without visible results. Nevertheless we believe 
much good was done. The results, however, are far from satisfac- 
tory, and reveal the need of a renewal of evangelistic zeal among 
our ministry and laity. Without a passion for soul-saving on the 
part of our ministry, there will continue to be a manifest decline in 
the spiritual life of the Church. We are praying and planning for a 
persistent and continuous revival campaign the coming year upon 
the Huron District. 

The second annual Camp-Meeting under the auspices of the 
Huron District Camp-Meeting Association, was held at St. Law- 
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rence July 11-21. We were highly favored by the presence and min- 
istry of our presiding Bishop for the first three days of the session, 
who by his addresses and sermons inspired all who were privileged 
to hear him with higher ideals and a deeper consecration in the 
Christian life. Dr. John S. Hoagland, followed as the evangelist for 
the last week of the meeting and rendered an inspiring and help- 
ful service to the ministers and laity who were in attendance in 
large numbers. The future of the Camp-Meeting was assured by 
raising an amount sufficient to cover the outlay for the grounds, 
which were purchased one year ago. The invaluable assistance of 
Dr. J. P. Jenkins, who led the raising of the $2000 necessary to pro- 
vide for all obligations, including the purchase of the grounds, is 
gratefully acknowledged. 

The District Epworth League Convention and the Sunday School 
rally held in connection with the Camp-Meeting were distinct and 
helpful features of the session. 

Early in the year, the Rockwood church, located near Hitchcock, 
was purchased of the Evangelical Association and a class has been 
organized, thereby providing a permanent and prosperous out-ap- 
pointment for that charge. On Sunday, March 10th, 1912, under 
the leadership of Dr. Thomas C. Iliff, the beautiful new brick church 
at Gettysburg was successfully dedicated. Eight thousand five hun- 
dred dollars were needed to provide for all indebtedness. 
This amount, with an additional subscription of $3,000 
was raised to provide for the erection of a modern par- 
sonage. The failure of crops in that section of the district 
has deterred the carrying out of the plans of this enterprising peo- 
ple for the present. Meanwhile, they worship in their own new 
church home, conservatively valued at $18,000. The erection of the 
church at Gettysburg, with the doubling of the membership and the 
enlargement of the Sunday School, marks the pastorate of R. A. 
Bruce as a conspicuous success. A desirable parsonage property 
has been purchased at Lane, costing $1,600. Our church prop- 
erty at Miller has been improved and new seats provided for the 
auditorium, at a cost of $400. The parsonage has also been painted. 
The Ladies Aid Society at Woonsocket -has spent $600 in improving 
the parsonage, making it one of the most desirable parsonages in the 
District. The church at Pierre is in the midst of a supreme strug- 
gle to conserve their resources and provide, as far as possible, for 
the great debt incurred erecting their church property. A more 
noble and self-sacrificing people can not be found anywhere than the 
membership of the Capital City Church. The re-action which has been 
experienced in business activities everywhere is felt very keenly at 
Pierre and adds to the gravity of the situation in caring for this en- 
terprise. Under the leadership of J. T. Brabner Smith the indebt- 
edness on our church properties at Blunt and Harrold has been re- 
duced seven thousand dollars. The entire indebtedness of the

church at Huron, which at the beginning of the year amounted to 
$1,050 has been paid, except $200, provided for in a gilt-edged 
pledge by the Ladies Aid Society of that church. Several hundred 
dollars have also been spent in improvements. 

The work of our women in the Ladies Aid Societies and the 
Woman’s Missionary Societies deserves the highest commendation. 
Without these organized agencies among the devoted women of our 
churches, our work would languish in many places. 

We have endeavored faithfully to represent all of the benevol- 
ent causes. We are persuaded that the New Financial Plan oulined 
in the Discipline is the only way out in properly presenting these 
great causes of the Church. Until every pastor is made to feel the 
necessity of presenting these paramount causes in something more 
than a perfunctory manner, and the taking of an omnibus collection 
in the public congregation, the great missionary agencies of the 
church will be halted by the failure of the people to respond to 
them. Wherever the “Every Member” canvass has been made un- 
der the leadership of the pastor, good results have been ralized. With 
the able assistance of the Rev. Albert A. Parker of Boroda, India, 
and the -Rev. John Z. Mover, of Korea, under the aspices of the 
Layman’s Missionary Movement, a campaign in behalf of the bene- 
volences was carried on early in June. The partial falure of crops 
throughout a large portion of our terrtiory, has rendered impossible 
the recovery of the former position of the District in behalf of these 
causes, much to our regret. 

The first annual, session of our District Conference convened at 
Gettysburg, April 2-3. The session was both helpful and satisfac- 
tory. Every pastor, excepting three, was in attendance. 

With few exceptions, our Sunday Schools report continued 
growth and increasing efficiency. We are confident the year will 
show another marked increase in the Sunday School enrollment. The 
Epworth League in many places shows a renewal of life and power, 
while the Junior Epworth League has ceased to be a factor in the 
religious training of the young in a majority of our churches. 

A splendid company of our young people are enrolled as stu- 
dents at Dakota Wesleyan University. The indefatigable Field Sec- 
retary, Dr. J. P. Jenkins, has visited many of our charges with good 
results in behalf of our great and growing institution at Mitchell. 
While sincerely regretting the resignation of Dr. Samuel F. Ker- 
foot as President of our College, we join in most hearitly welcoming 
as his successor. Dr. William Grant Seaman and pledge him our 
hearty co-operation for a “Greater Wesleyan.” 

The year has been a trying one in many respects, yet God has 
been with us. The people have sacrificed and unselfishly shared with 
their' pastors. In most instances the salaries will be paid in full. 
Harmony has prevailed between the people and the their pastors. . 
In a large majority of cases the return of the pastor is desired. To 
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emphasize their requests, Carpenter, Highmore, Miller, St. Lawrence, 
Alpena, Woonsocket, Lane and Wessington Springs have voted in- 
creased salaries. Sickness and death have not entered our parsonage 
homes. For these and many added blessings, with the high privil- 
eg of service in His name, we render devout thanks to Our Heaven- 
ly Father. 

To the District officer the year has been one of continuous toil. 
We are grateful for the sympathy and co-operation of our Brethren 
in the work, and for their loyalty and patience with us. To them, 
and their noble wives, who have made our visits a joy and a pleas- 
ure by their many kindnesses, and to a royal company of our lay- 
men who have rendered us many helpful services, we are grateful 
and everlastingly a debtor. To a good Providence that has guarded 
and guided our course through the year, we render all praise.

MITCHELL DISTRICT 
W. S. Shepherd, District Superintendent 

Bishop Luccock and Brethren: — 

During the year just closing Mitchell District has enjoyed a 
reasonable degree of prosperity in things both material and 
spiritual. The blesings of Almighty God have been upon us and 
we have come up to this annual conference to present our reports 
of the work done and to greet our brethren, anticipating a good- 
ly fellowship one with another and praying for the largest endue- 
ment of divine wisdom in working out adjustments for the coming 
year. At the close of last conference but three places remained to be 
supplied: Bijou Hills, Colome and Iona. George Gordon, a Dakota 
Wesleyan student was sent to Bijou Hills and L. F. Woolson to 
Colome. I. P. Potter, not finding it convenient to move his family 
to Tyndall was changed to Iona and J. B. Dibble who came back 
from the North Nebraska conference was sent to Tyndall. This is a 
marked improvement over last year when there were eight changes 
on the District. 

With few exceptions the health in our parsonage homes has beeij 
exceptionally good. Last year six babies were born in our pastors’ 
homes; this year but two; a litle girl to Brother and Sister 
Black and a little boy to Brother and Sister Holmes. A little life 
appeared one day in the home of Brother and Sister Howell of 
Vivian, tarried but for a night, and then passed on to the land of end- 
less day. Brother and Sister Bunt of Alexandria mourn the death 
of their eldest son, Clare, who died very suddenly at Fremont, Neb.. 
During the year two of our pastors were married, R. B. Hughes of 
Springfield and C. B. Harrold of Murdo. 
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Mitchell District still holds its rank as one of the great empires 
of Methodism, composed of four great counties west of the Missouri 
river and eight counties of no mean dimensions east of the river. On 
one trip alone this year in those far regions this district superin- 
tendent traveled 940 miles and held sixteen quarterly meetings or 
quarterly conference services. The devlopment of these new fields 
has been somewhat retarded by repeated crop failures, yet the peo- 
ple are full of courage and hope for the future and are very loyal 
to our work. We have in this district 37 charges with a total of 79 
preaching places, served by 27 conference members and 10 supplies. 

' The mid-year meeting of our Ministerial Association was held 
on the camp grounds of the state Holiness Association at Mitchell 
and was conceded by the preachers to be one of the best ever held. 
Most of the preachers were present and every paper on the program 
was presented. Special mention must be made of the helpful and in- 
spirational addresses by Drs. Jenkins, Seaton, Weir and Fowler. 

In material improvements our district does not lag. The build- 
ing of new churches, the improvement of old churches and parson. 

^ ages, the payment of old debts and new enterprises now on hand 
will easily aggregate $12,000. We are just now finishing a large, 
thoroughly equipped, commodious church at Winner in Tripp county, 
one of the best churches west of the Missouri. At Mt. Vernon the 
old church was practically rebuilt and remodelled throughout at a 
cost of $3,000, giving that place now a church and parsonage prop- 
erty worth $8000. At Tyndall the old tumble down parsonage has 
been supplanted with a modern up-to-date nine room concrete 
building with all the conveniences at a cost of $3500. The church 
at Colome was seated with 150 chairs, and a new four room parson- 
age and a new barn built. Platte added a large kitchen to their 
parsonage, Dallas bought a new five room parsonage. Scotland 
I built a new barn worth $400. 

The importance of our denominational literature is being em- 
I phasized and with the reduced price of our church papers I am sure 

I we are on the eve of a forward movement in the number of periodi- 

I cals taken. By calling attention to this fact in several quarterly 

conferences official members have handed in their subscriptions be- 
fore adjournment. There are 234 Northwestern Christian Advocates 
taken and 178 Ep worth Heralds. 

There are 74 Sunday schools on the district with an enrollment 
of 5426 and an average attendance of 3912. They are practically 
j all supplied with the literature authorized by the church. There are 

21 Epworth Leagues with a membership of 621, and 11 Junior • 
Leagues with 248 members. We cannot yet report a district Ep- 
worth League organization but we promise here and now to make 
such a report at the next conference. There are 35 Ladies' Aid 
societies with a membership of 1390, whose earnings this year ag- 
gregate the spelndid sum of $13,020. We have 12 auxiliaries of the 
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W. F. M. S. which have seat out this year $1331. A few auxiliaries 
of the W. H. M. S. have been organized and we are ready for aggres- 
sive work along this line. 

Benevolences — The pastors have been urged to use all diligence 
in looking after the great benevolent interests of the church and 
with a few exceptions have done faithful work. During the year 
the people felt the pinch resulting from last year’s crop’s failure and 
this interferred seriously in gathering in the benevolences. The 
total for all benevolences aggregates about $10,000. 

Evangelism. — In the number of conversions and accessions 
our record far exceeds that of last year. Revival meetings were held 
on nearly all charges and with very fruitful results in Mitchell, 
Murdo and Dallas where the pastors conducted their own meetings; 
at Wagner where evangelists Bromley and Myers held a tabernacle 
meeting; at Alexandria where the pastor was assisted by Rev. J. 
M. Tibbets; at Plankinton where evangelist Erickson did good work, 
and at Colome, Gregory and Fairfax where conference evangelist 
Fanebust and his corps of workers brought spiritual quickening to 
the churches. Charges reporting the largest number of conversions: 
Wagner, 89; Alexandria, 80; Mitchell, 60; Gregory, 45; Murdo, 30; 
Dallas, 20; Tripp, 12; Ethan 11; Presho and Fairfax, 10 each. 
Charges with largest number of accessions; Mitchell, 149; Wagner, 
99; Dallas, 60; Murdo, 40; Alexandria, 39; Gregory, 34; Geddes, 30; 
Presho, 18; Colome, 19; Ethan, 17; Platte, Fairfax and Tripp, 16 
each; Plankinton and Winner, 10 each. Total number of conver- 
sions for the district, 512. Total number of accessions, 716. 

Dakota Wesleyan University. — This school has had a good year 
notwithtsanding poor crops one year ago and the loss of our Presi- 
dent Dr. Kerfoot, who left us about the midle of July to enter upon 
the presidency of Hamline University, his alma mater. The enroll- 
ment aggregated 429 different students and the attendance at the 
summer school exceeded that of previous years and the session was 
considered by far the best ever held. The new building and en- 
dowment campaign for $300,000 has been quietly but steadily push- 
ed by the field secretary and to date there is lacking but $10,000 
of realizing the entire amount. Science Hall was dedicated last June 
and is now in use from basement to third story. This fine commod- 
ious up-to-date building with equipment and furnishings cost $90,- 
000. Quite extensive changes have also been made in college hall. 
The old chapel is now a very satisfactory library and reading room. 
The general congestion of this building for so many years which 
has made the work of teachers and students the more difficult has 
been entirely removed and accommodations for the present are quite 
ample. If the collections on outstanding notes due Nov 1st are 
satisfactory the contract for the superstructure of gymnasium and 
social hall will be let this fall with a view to completion and dedica. 
tion next commencement. For two months between the going of 
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President Kerfoot and the coming of President Seaman, Dr. J. P. 
Jenkins was acting president. This took him out of the field entire- 
ly as it was a time of important correspondence and much other busi- 
ness pertaining to the new school year demanding his undivided at- 
tention in the office. On August 22nd, the Rev. William Grant Sea- 
man, Ph. D., of De Pauw University was unanimously elected presi- 
dent by a specially called meeting of the Board of Directors. A few 
days later he telegraphed his acceptance and entered upon his work 
Sept. 18th, giving the opening day address. This was enthusiasti- 
cally received by, all who were privileged to hear it. We all be- 
lieve President Seaman to be the right man in the right place. Sever- 
al changes have been made in the faculty. Larger institutions offer- 
ing greater inducements in salary if not in opportunity tempt some 
of our men, but we are continually selecting the best men even at 
the risk of having them stolen from us. Our faculty was never bet- 
ter manned than at present and was never of greater strength 
scholarastically and religiously measured. The total enrollment thus 
far this year is 325 as compared with 275 last year at this time. 
Dakota Wesleyan is alright and should be the object of thought, 
prayer, and practical consideration by every pastor of Dakota Metho- 
dism, for i is preparing scores of our young men and women for 
the ministry and missionary labors and for Christian work through- 
out the wide world. Long live Dakota Wesleyan to serve our beloved 
Church and bless humanity. 

In conclusion, I have tried faithfully to perform the duties of 
a district superintendent as I understand these duties. The con- 
sciousness of the mistakes of my administration through a retrospect 
of the year’s work fills me with a sense of deepest humility. With 
profound gratitude would I make mention of the divine mercies to 
me. Throughout the year I have enjoyed an abiding sense of His 
presence as never before. I have never had better health. No time 
was lost on account of sickness. I have presided in nearly all the 
quarterly conferences and have held at least three quarterly meeting 
, services at nearly all the preaching places including the outlying 
points. To do this I have traveled by rail and private conveyance 
over 16,000 miles. But these items are scarcely worth mentioning. 
Running thus on errands for my Lord and preaching his everlasting 
Gospel I count the greatest privilege of my life. I want to assure my 
preachers that their inerests have ever been upon my soul in prayer. 
There is no fellowship like that of the Christian ministry. Thank- 
ing my brethren in the ministry and the laity for their unfailing 
courtesy, their kindly appreciation, and their hearty Christian sym- 
pahy I close with this statement: 

I love thy Church, O God, 

For her my tears shall fall. 

For her my prayers ascend; 
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To her my cares and toils be given, 
Till toils and cares shall end.

A. C. Shepherd, District Superintendent 
to June 17, 1912 

My Dear Brethren of the Dakota Conference: — 

The last Conference closed with a pastor assigned to every 
charge in the Sioux Falls District and every man has remained faith- 
fully at his post of duty during the first eight months of the Confer- 
ence year, the first time in the last five years that such a record could 
be written. 

Perhaps the most notable event of the first part of the year was 
the dedication of the splendid new church a Egan. This occurred on 
Nov. 12th, the Rev. J. P. Jenkins, D. D., preaching the dedicatory 
sermon and taking charge of the finances, and besides the great 
spiritual uplift of the services, $2700 was raised to cover the in- 
debtedness on the beautiful $7000 church in which Egan Methodists 
now worship. Perhaps no human factor has borne a larger part In 
this magnificent achievement than the wide-awake, aggressive, godly 
pastor, the Rev. N. A. Christianson. 

Following the dedication a revival was held in the new church 
under direction of Evangelist H. W. Bromley and on the Sunday fol- 
lowing the close of the meetings, the Superintendent had the great 
privilege of administering baptism to nearly one hundred persons, a 
large part of whom were received into membership in the church. 
Most of the pastors have been faithful in evangelistic effort and 
labors and the superintendent has devoted most of the time of the 
winter to this work, assisting the brethren where he felt that he 
might be able to do most good. 

The Fall Ministerial Meeting was held at Egan, was well attend-, 
ed by the brethren and was one of the most helpful and delightful 
in spirit of any ever held upon the district. In June a 
District Epworth League Convention was held at Hurley and a large 
number of pastors and young people were in attendance. It was 
deeply spiritual in tone and demonstrated beyond all doubt that the 
District Epworth League Convention idea should not be abandoned 
on Sioux Falls District. Pastor W. S. Rowden of Huvley and his con- 
secrated wife deserve much credit for the success of this meeting. 

In May while in attendance at the General Conference, at my 
request, I was transferred to California Conference and appointed to 
the pastorate at Oroville, transfer to become effective this 17th day 
of June. 

No one will ever know with what apprehensions and sad feel- 
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ings of heart I have taken this step, being impelled thereto by health 
reasons. I have lived in what is now South Dakoa ever since I was 
fourteen years old. At that age in the city of Mitchell I was convert- 
ed and received into the church under the preaching of Dr. C. B. 
Clark, still an honored member of Dakota Conference. In 1896 I 
was received as a probationer into the Conference and appointed 
to Alexandria. The next year my apointment was Madison, then 
on the Sioux Falls District, and from that time my miniserial life 
has been spent on this district and I expect to remain steadfast in 
the faith evermore that it is one of the very best districts in all our 
world-wide Methodism. I have been rejoiced to see it make sub- 
stantial progress along all lines during the nearly five years that I 
have been sub-bishop over it. 

The personnel of the pastors, in my judgement, was never of a 
higher order than at the present time. Never did a district superin- 
tendent bequeath a finer body of men to his successor than I do now 
in handing over the reins of the district to him who has been ap- 
pointed to take my place and who will most worthily grace this high 
and honorable office, my friend and brother, the Rev. G. W. Rosen- 
berry. 

To separate from these noble men of the district, and others in 
the Conference, my true comrades of the Cross, With whom I have 
fellowshipped and labored these many years and whose lives are fair- 
ly knit into mine as brothers best beloved, and to sunder all these 
sacred, tender ties is one of the hardest things I have done in my life. 
None shall ever know the pain of parting that I suffer as I go believ- 
ing that He leads and strong in the faith that found glorious ex- 
pression in these tender lines, 

“I know not where His islands lift their fronded palms in air, 

I only know I cannot drift beyond His love and care.” 

Thanking my brethren of the Dakota Conference for their great 
kindness to me and their confidence in me and the honors that they 
have conferred upon me and knowing that, “Though sundered far, by 
faith we meet. Around one common Mercy-Seat,” I shall cherish the 
hope that I shall be remembered and loved by those whom I shall 
never forget and never cease to love. Praying that the blessings of 
the Heavenly Father may abound more and more unto them I bid 
farewell and God-speed.

Dear Bishop Luccock and Brethren of this Conference: — 

In offering this report covering the last third of the year’s work 
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on Sioux Falls District, I appear before you with a spirit of meekness. 
For the past eleven years the work of this District has gone forward 
under the wise and careful supervision of brothers J. P. Jenkins and 
A. C. Shepherd, and while they have left plenty of tracks everywhere 
for their successor to follow, yet their pace was so swift and their 
stride so long that an attempt to follow them for even three months 
has produced in the reader of this report, “a meek spirit and an 
humble mind.” 

Brother A. C. Shepherd, my immediate predecessor, of whom 
I shall now speak particularly, was indeed a District Superintendent 
who “studied to show himself approved unto God,” and “a workman 
that needs not be ashamed.” He did turn over to me as his suc- 
cessor a District well organized for work and a band of faithful 
brother ministers as pastors of the churches. We know that it al- 
most broke his heart to leave his work and his brethren here in 
Dakota Conference and go out among strangers in search of climatic 
conditions more favorable to his own and his family’s health. We 
pray that God will be with him in his new fields and his labors there 
as abundantly as they were blessed here in South Dakota. The pas- 
tors on this District loved him, and rightly so; the members of Offici- 
al Boards had confidence both in his intentions and his judgments, 
and were loath to part with him, but the best of all was the gracious 
spiritual influence that radiated from his life, causing many another 
life to glow with a deeper spiritual warmth. 

In this gracious atmosphere I have received so cordial a wel- 
come from both pastors and churches that while the duties' of the 
Fourth Quarter have been exacting enough to use every possible 
moment of time, yet the work has been pleasant, and if I have been 
able in any way to help further the work of the Kingdom, I am 
deeply grateful to God for the opporunity. 

Perhaps the largest undertaking that has been definitely launch- 
ed on the District this year is that connected with our First Church 
ji at Sioux Falls. Dr. J. W. Potter came to this church as pastor one 

year ago, and he is already recognized as the ablest preach- 
er in the city. In addition to that, he is also a man of unusual exe- 
cutive ability. Under his aggregissive leadership, the Church has 
come to see the need and the possibility of doing a greater work in 
the state metropolis, a city that is growing still larger at the present 
time by leaps and bounds. The plan for larger things embraces an 
entirely new working plant which will be located on the corner of 
Spring Avenue and Twelfth Street, and altogether will cost $90,000. 
Toward this amount $45,000 is now secured and $15,000 additional 
is in sight. In conection with this property, the best equipped par- 
sonage in he state will be ready for occupancy some time in Novem- 
ber. It is hoped also that the basement of the Church will be com- 
pleted this fall while the main building will be erected next year. 
Dr. Potter has received 266 new members into his church this year. 
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Wm. N. Deller, the beloved pastor of the Hartford charge is 
i making a unique record in that he will have taken the subscriptions, i 

I collected the same, and built a fine $3,000 parsonage, all within four 

months time. Hartford also records 33 conversions during the year 
and benevolences in all in full. 

Sherman is again on the map as a preaching point on the Garret- 
son circuit. E. E. Hunt had charge of the services on reopening day 
and all necessary funds were raised. P. V. Brethorst, the pastor on 
this field is one of our most promising young men. 

The church at Centervile has been greatly improved with hard- 
wood doors, the pastor, O. P. Jackson, doing most of the work. 

Wakonda Methodists are paying all bills on their new church 
as fast as the pledges fall due; only $600 remaining to be paid this 
year. E. E. Saxton is responsible for this, and also has a vision of 
a new $50,000 church at Irene, which is greatly needed. We believe 
he will bring it to pass. 

$100 has been raised at Vermillion for building and improve- , 

ments and under the supervision of T. B. Wilber, the parsonage has 
been made a strictly modern and attractive building. 

Other churches have made improvements, as follows: Flandreau 
to the extent of $343; Valley Springs, $300; Colton, $250; Elk 
Point, $175; Gayville, $150; Canistoa, $150; and Parker, Canton and 
Jordan church at Sioux Falls, $100.00 each. | 

As to the very important mattter of our great benevolences, 

Sioux Falls District has no plea of lack of crops on any part of the 
District. Where there is a shortage in benevolences it wilil be be- : 

cause God has received no proper part of that which belongs to Him. ? 

I My report shows that four charges: Gayville, Garretson, Flan-

crease of 400 members for the District. 

The following churches on the District seem to me to be doing 
the most effective work in reaching young men and women through 
organized methods and thus saving them to he church: First Church 
Sioux Falls, Yankton, Vermillion, Canton, Parker, Gayville, Hart- 
i' ford, Hurley, Egan, Elk Point, Salem, Flandreau and Dell Rapids. 

There has been no change in pastors during my short term of 
service, and with two or three exceptions, every pastor could very 
I acceptably be returned to the same charge for anoher year. 

There are many other things that should be included in this re- 
port, such as the splendid work done by the Ladies’ Aid and W. F. 
M. Societies; the need and opportunity for deaconess’ work in the 
District;. the need of more systematic work for children through a 
definitely worked cradle roll plan; the sore need of more pastoral 
! work by some of the preachers; the need of Official Boards that will 

carry through the financial matters of the church in a thorough, busi- 
ness-like manner, and thus set the ministry free to do the great work 
of preaching the Gospel in the churches and ministering from house 
to house as God calls them to do. All these and more should be men- 
tioned in this report, but I will stop here, praying God’s richest 
blessing upon all of the pastors and churches of Sioux Falls District 
and all of Dakota Conference, as we do the work now at hand and 
as we go forth to another year of opporuntity. May he truth of 
God’s own word be verified to us in which he declares, “Without 
counsel purposes are disappointed; but in the multitude of counsel- 
ors they are established. 




REPORT OF THE WATERTOWN DISTRICT 
Orien E. Boyce, Superintendent 

Recognizing the blessing of High Heaven upon the work on the 
Watertown District, I submit this, my second annual report. 

There are 38 church buildings, valued at $153,000. There are 
23 parsonages with a total valuation of $50,200. One, valued at 
$3000 has been built at Howard this year, and work is under way 
at Chester to build a Pastor’s home. Improvements have been made 
on Church property at Brookings, where the church was re-decorated 
and recarpeted at a cost of $500. At Bruce, cement side walks cost 
$41. Clark is making preparations to put a basement under the 
church, the cost to date is $85. Colman placed a bell in the church 
tower, and installed a lighting system, total cost $110. DeSmet paint- 
ed the church floor, rearranged the opera chairs, and purchased car- 
pet for the aisles costing $30. Elkton painted the church at a cost 
of $45. Gary laid a cement walk and repaired the vestibule at a cost 
of $60. Hazel and Thomas spent $100 in improvements, while 
Henry installed electric lights in the church and laid cement walk 
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round parsonag© at a cost of $113. Junius has built a large barn 
24 by 72, one end is intended for use of pastor, while the rest is 
for the convenience of those driving to church. The value is $500. 
They have also put in a cistern, valued at $50. Lake Preston re- 
papered the parsonage, while Madison also improved the parsonage 
to the extent of $120. At Roswell, the Ep worth League purchased 
two lots adjoining the church property and presented the same to the 
church, and the Ladies’ Aid placed a furnace- in the church at a cost 
of $90. Watertown also reports improvements on parsonage, while 
at White cement walks and other improvements amount to $100. 
Total expenditure for improvements, $2646. 

Indebtedness to the extent of $1125 is reported paid. 

Revivals were held at Artesian, Gary, Hazel and Thomas, Roe, 
Garden City, Bruce, Chester, Clark, Elkton Circuit, Frankfort, 
Henry, Howard, Oldham, Roswell Circuit and' White. The District 
Supterintendent attended the closing services on a number of charges 
and witnessed about 60 acceptances of Christ in his Quarterly Meet- 
ings. Dr. John gave a series of lectures at Brookings and Water- 
town, that we feel were helpful to our church life. Total number 
of Conversions 418. In a number of cases those converted were 
already members of the church. This is an excellent way for clear- 
ing up the church records. Membership at beginning of the year was 
3186; members received this year, 451; Total 3637. Dismissed by 
letter, 125; Removed without letters, 76; Withdrawn, 11; Deceased, 
32; Total to be deducted, 272, leaving a membership of 3360, show- 
ing a net gain of 281. 

Benevolences have suffered this year, there was but little ready 
cash and many of our people have lived on borrowed money, be- 
cause of last year’s failure in crops. Nearly every farmer has had to 
redeem paper this year. The pastors, with the exception of a few 
have been compelled to leave their benevolences until the very last, in 
hopes of raising the full apportionments. We are glad to report an 
advance in some places over previous years. While others fall short 
of expectations. The pastors in nearly every case have performed 
full duty in this line. Two charges were unfortunate in being left 
without pastors at the critical season. We have done our best and 
report total Disciplinary Benevolences of about $8000 as against 
$4993 last year. 

Sickness has invaded some of our pastor’s homes, but we do 
not chronicle any deaths. Sister McEldowney had to undergo an 
operation, and we are glad to report it successful. The children 
in this home have also been afflicted. Mrs. Boyce has also passed 
through a very serious illness, but thanks to the prayers of God’s 
own, a skilful surgeon, and a good nurse, she is now on the way to 
good health. While writing this report news of the sudden and seri- 
ous illness of Brother Tarleton’s boy, Robert, came. He is now in 
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the hospital, and there is only slight hope of his recovery. Apart 
from these there has not been serious illness in our parsonages. 

Last year the drouth affected us all around, but this year it 
has broken, and Watertown District reports three new preachers 
and one little help-mate. Brother and Sister Wilson, brother and 
sister Tanner of Bruce, brother and sister Boslaugh of Frankfort, 
report the boys, while brother and sister Darling of Gary are the 
proud parents of the girl. May health, grace, and prosperity ever 
attend the way these little feet may take on toward Heaven’s gate. 

We have 40 Sunday Schools on our District, and the enrolloment 
as nearly as it can be determined is 4224 . This does not include 
a number of union school conducted by Okur own people in rural com- 
munities. A large number of our Sabbath school pupils have found 
Christ during the past year. The graded lessons are being used 
in some of our schools with varied results. Only 12 schools are or- 
ganized into Missionary Societies, though others are doing something 
special along this line. 

Epworth Leagues are showing an increase of interest. We have 
23 chapters with 744 members. The Junior Leagues are not so num- 
erous, but good work is being done among the children, and the 
great need is workers. The most flourishing Junior society is at 
Doland where Mrs. L. L. Layne has corralled 83 boys and girls. 
Some of our Sunday Schools combine the work of the Junior League 
in the primary and intermediate departments. Many of our 
Leagues are doing distinctive Missionary work in supporting native 
workers and students. We held a District Epworth League conven- 
tion in a large tent on the Elkton charge, and, I believe much good 
was accomplished. The Leaguers were not as loyal to the conven- 
tion as we had reason to think they would be, but all who attended 
received a blessing. At this time we raised over $100, for special 
work in the Philippines. A number of Leagues have presented the 
Individual Communion service to their respective churches. 

The W. F. M. S. report fine work. They have raised and sent 
forward with many papers $149§. 

We have only two or three W. H. S. Societies on our District and 
they have raised $155. 

Our Ladies Aid Societies, 35 in number report a total of $5721. 
We are proud of their accomplishments and hopeful for still larger 
things. 

Individual Communion services have been placed in practically 
every church on the District, and the people are greatly pleased with 
the change. 

I want to express my appreciaion of the loyalty of the Water- 
town District preachers and their wives. They are a royal com- 
pany. I love them. May He who calleth into service be our John 
the Baptist, going before to make ready the hearts of men to receive

REPORT OF THE CO>LMITTEE ON EDUCATION 

The Committee on Education offers the following report: — 

Every year deepens our conviction of the vital necessity of our 
denominational colleges to the success and perpetuity of our denom- 
inational enterprises. Facts such as those set forth in recent numbers 
of the Christian Student, showing the sources.of recruits for our min- 
istry and the relation of trained men to our leadership, emphasize 
the value of these colleges under church auspices. We look with 
great satisfaction upon the efforts put forth in almost every section 
of the country to improve the plant and equipment, amply to en- 
dow and ’n various ways to bring to highest educational efficiency 
these institutions. No better index of the increasing interest of our 
people in higher education is needed than the fact that more than 
ten million dollars was added to these foundations during the last 
quadrennium, that the general conference of 1912 gave more than 
ordinary attention to the subject and dignified our educational col- 
lection by making it one of the five great nation wide benevolences

of the church. We urge upon parents the importance and wisdom 
of giving their children the benefits of higher education. No inherit- 
ance can be left them so valuable and so permanent as an intelligent- 
ly developed Christian character. 

The Board of Education is increasing its value and importance 
to the church every year. For nearly half a century it has aided 
hundreds of needy students annually. The significance of the Loan 
Fund to the Dakota conference is indicated in the fact that more stu- 
dents in our conference college received aid the past year than in 
any previous year. Thirty-three young people, members of our 
conference or lay members of our church, in this conference, were 
aided in a total sum of $1925, while the conference gave only $593 
in Children’s Day collections, so that we received over three dollars 
for every dollar contributed. Every pastor should take the Children’s 
Day collection on the second Sunday in June and should remember 
that said collection can legally be used for one purpose only. It 
should be sent to New York for this Loan Fund. 

The General Conference at Minneapolis provided for a unifica- 
tion of the conference educational collection and the Aid of Insti- 
tutions fund of the Board, eighty per cent of the total to go to con- 
ference causes. We have had an apportionment of fifty cents a mem- 
ber for Dakota Wesleyan and in addition about five cents a member 
for general education, represented in the board at New York. After 
careful consideration it seems best to us to recommend that the com- 
bined apportionment be fixed at fifty cents a member for the coming 
year, twenty per cent of which shall go to the Board of Education 
and eighty per cent to Dakota Wesleyan University. We emphasize 
the fact that this combination of the two collections really reduces 
the toal apportionment and unless the pastors raise more in the 
one collection the coming year than they have heretofore raised 
for the two there can be no incerase for either. With this simplifi- 
cation we urge every pastor to redoubled effort to raise the educa- 
tion collection in full, Dakota Wesleyan cannot afford to suffer loss 
and the Board of Education has no other source from which to care 
for its schools among the mountaineers of the south or for any of 
the many forms of special activity which it makes so helpful to our 
college. The total amount to be apportioned to the charges by the 
district superintendents under this action will be $8250. We extend 
our hearty thanks to the pastors who have loyally aided in raising 
the gratifying increase shown in the educational collections of the 
year. The Treasurer’s report will show an increase of 27 per cent 
in this collection, the largest amount raised for this purpose in the 
history of the Conference. 

We cannot lay too great emphasis upon the work of our Biblical 
schools. To them the church must look for her thoroughly trained 
ministerial supply. We note with approval the efforts of our leading 
theological schools to adapt their courses of study to the coditions 
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under which the modern pastor must do his work. We urge there- 
fore that our young men preparing for the ministry shall attend our 
own theological schools. We recommend also the completion of the 
full course prescribed, for it is eviednt that these courses have been 
wisely arranged with a view to symmetrical development, both in 
laying a foundation for faith and the qualification for efficiency. We 
feel certain that much inefficiency and not a little looseness in 
doctrine would soon disappear if our young men were properly 
equipped by graduating from one of our own theological schools. 
We request the district superintendents and the board of examiners 
faithfully to counsel out young ministers to avail themselves of the 
training afforded by our theological schools in addition to the disci- 
pline secured in the college courses. 

Dakota Wesleyan University has had an auspicious beginning of 
the school year and much that promises that this will be the ban- 
ner year of its history. There has been some changes in the faculty. 
Several very loyal and skillful teachers have left for more remunera. 
tive positions, but the institution has been very fortunate in secur- 
ing in their places trained teachers of Christian character, so that 
as usual the University commends itself to its partons by the ex- 
cellence of its faculty. 

The new Science Hall is now completed at a cost of over $90,- 
000 and is without doubt one of the finest and best equipped science 
buildinngs in the state. The interior of College Hall has been re- 
modelled so that the library is now much better housed and the 
recitation rooms are thoroughly modern. It is earnestly hoped that 
the contract for the new gymnasium can be let this fall. This will be 
done if collections justify it, and the payments thus far are very en- 
couraging. The success of the campaign for endowment is very 
gratifying to all the friends of Christian, education. Too much 
praise can not be bestowed on those who by their generosity made 
this splendid victory possible. Gerat credit is due Dr. J. P. Jenkins 
for his patient, untiring and skillful efforts. His work has been 
vital to the success of the campaign. 

The authorities of our University are mindful of the fact that 
it is a Christian school. An earnest effort is made to keep the 
atmosphere thoroughly moral and religious, for an education in 
which religion plays no part is seriously defective. We urge upon 
parents the serious condition of the religious life of school in determ- 
ining where their children shall be sent for education. 

Dakota Wesleyan University is the child of the church and must 
be kept on the hearts of God’s people. The same holy purpose and 
devotion and sacrifice that gave it birth and have nurtured it into 
the great institution it now is must ever be continued in order that 
it may increase in power and efficiency.

Schools in the last quadrennium. During this period they have, 
through their missionaries organized more than 11000 Methodist 
Episcopal Sunday Schools, with over 40,000 members. From these 
have come 294 Methodist churches and 117 church buildings valued 
at $226,000, besides carrying the gospel to hundreds of needy com- 
munities.
